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He occafion of this Declaratis was for the reſtraint 
* of Armed Men from coming to the Parliament, to 
diſturb the Peace of it, and is very improperly alleaged 
for the maintenance of ſuch Leavies, as are now raiſcd 
againſt the Parliament. 'The title of the Statute bei 
thus, To all Parliaments, and Treaties, eyery man ſhall 
come withour force and Arms, Sov that the Qieftion is 
not, whether ir belobg co the King or no to reſtrain ſuch 
force ; But if the King ſhill refuſe to diſcharge that 
Duty and Truſt; Whether there is not a power ia the 
two. Houſes, to provide for the ſafety of the Parlia- 
ment, and- Peace of the Kingdom , which is the end, 
for which the Ordinance-concerviag the' Militia was 
made, and being agreeable to rhe ſcope and purpoſe of 
the Law, cannot in Reaſon be' adjudged to be contrary 
toit; For although the Law do affirm ir to beinthe 
," yet it dothnorexclade. thofe, in whom the Law 
hath placed apower for that purpoſe,* As in the Coyirts - 
of Juſtice, the Sheriffs; and other Officers and Miniſters 
of thoſe Courts: And as their power is derived from - 
the King by His Patents , yet cannot it be reſtrained by 
His Majcſtics command, by His great Scal, orother- 
wiſe, much leifſe can the Power of Parlizment be 'con- 
cluded by His Majeſties command, becauſe the Autho- 
rity thereof is of a higher, and more-cminent nature, 
then any of thofe Courts. 
- Iris acknowledged; That the King is the Fountain + 
of Jiſtice, and Prorefion, But the As of Juſtice, and 
ProtcQion are not exerciſcd in His own Perſon, nor 
depend upon His Pleaſure, bat by His-Courts, and by 
His Miniſters, who muſt do _ Duty therein; though

the King in His @wa Perſon ſhould forbid thems And 
therefore, if Judgemenrs {ſhould be given by them a- 
painſt the Kings Will and Perſonall command, yer are 
they the Kings Judgements.

The High Court of Paxliament, is nor only a Cour 
of Judicacure, enabled by the Laws, to adjudge, and de- 
termine the Rights, and Libertics of the Kingdom, a- 
gainſt ſuch Patents, and Grants of His Mijeſtie, as are 
rejadiciall thereugto; althoygh ſtreagrhned both by 
His Pecſonall command, and.by His Proclamation, une 
derthegreat Scal.  Butit is likewiſe a Councell to prg- 
vide for the neceſſities, prevent the immincnr-dangers, 
and preſerve the publike Peace, and ſafety of the King- 
dom, and to declarethe Kings pleature,in thoſe things, 
hath the Stamp of Royall Authority , although His 
Majcftic ſeduced by evill Councell, His Owa Per- 
ſon, oppole, or 1aterrupt the ame. For che Kings ſu- 
projn Power, and RoyallPleaſure, 45,cxcrciled, and 
eclared.ia this high Court of Law,.anJ Councell, jaf- 
ter a more emineat and obligatory m3nner, then it 
can be by any perſpnall At or Reſolution of His Own. 
Secing therefore, The Lords and. Commans which 
are His Majcſties great and. higheſt Councell, have or- 
dained, That for thepreſent and: neceſlary defence of 
the Realm, the Trained-Bands,and Mibtiaof this King- 
dom ſhould be ordered according to that Ordinance, 
And that the Townof Hu ſhould; be commicted to the 
cuſtody of ,Sir 10h» Hotham, to be.preferved from the 
attempts of; Papifts and other malignant perſons, who
